However, he was dissatisfied 
with the result, since his efforts 
smacked of charity and pauperised the 
recipients. He determined to make 
his guests esm their living, and In 
1896 the first Junior Republic was 
founded with this end In view. 

The “republic^ was so called be¬ 
cause the cltlsens w'ere permitted to 
govern themselves and elect their own 


officials, under a constitution and laws 
almllsr to those of the United States. 
“Nothing without labor," was the 
motto of republic, and the farm 
became an all-the-yoar-round com¬ 
munity of workers, who paid their own 
way and were proud of It. Mr. Oeorge 
was superintendent of the republic 
until 1910, when he resigned to devote 
hl9 entire time to establishing similar 
tnstltutlona In other parts of tbs 
United States.

Oeorge. together with their hearty ap¬ 
preciation of the original contribution 
that he has made and the devoted ser¬ 
vice he has given to the training of 
youth." The board declared that It 
was "fully cognisant of the animus 
underlying the accusations brought" 
and suggested a libel action. The na¬ 
tional directors urged (bat "Daddy"

movement for the establishment of re¬ 
publics In Iowa, Ohio and Oregon.

That June ninety-eight years ago was 
probably the coldest and most unsea¬ 
sonable In the history of Canada.

In many parta of Canada. August was 
even worse than the preceding 
months. Ice half an Inch thick formed 
in the middle of August. There was a 
brief season of mild and seasonable 
weather in September, but It came too 
late to be of any benefit Co the cropa. 
moat of which had long since been de¬ 
stroyed by the bitter cold. Canada 
was not then the well-settled and proa- 
perous country that It la to-day. 
Upper Canada w'as still largely a forest, 
with settlements and clearings here 
ant] there along the lake# and streams. 
Must of the settlers were poor, and the 
crop failure entailed great suffering: 
and privation the following w'ipter.' 
Tnere a*ould probably have been a con- j 
siderabie exodus from the country ex- j 
cept for the fact that England and ' 
Europe had suffered a similar fate, and j 
the English relatives of the Canadian; 
settlers could hold out little hope to' 
those who returned, since the world¬ 
wide failure of crops had sent the 
prices of nearly all foodstuffs soaring, 
skyward. The winter of 1816-17 was 
exceptionally mild, however, so that 
there was less suffering than there' 
would have been had the "year with- 
out a summer" been followed by a se-; 
vere winter.

It a’os at the time w*hen Louis XVIII. | 
was so reluctantly granting a constltu-' 
tion to "his people" that the^Mylng 
arose: "The Bourbons have forgotten 
nothing and they have learned noth¬ 
ing."

Is Quickly Passing 


Ths first speaker of tbs house of 
representatlvea of the United States 
congress was Frederick A. btuhlen- 
berg, of Pennsylvania, who was bom 
in Trappe, Pa.. In 1710. and died In 
Lancaster. Pa,, 111 years ago^o-day, 
June 4, 1801 . Muhlenberg was the son 
of the Rev. Heinrich Melchior Muhlen¬ 
berg. the founder of the German Luth¬ 
eran church In America, and the 
brother of John Peter Gabriel Muhlen- 
burg, clergyman, general In Washing¬ 
ton's army, congressman and United 
States senator. Muhlenberg served as 
speaker throughout the first congress 
of the United States, and was succeed¬ 
ed by Jonathan Trumbull, of Connec¬ 
ticut; but was returned to the speaker's 
chair In the third congress. Among his 
famous successors were Henry Clay, 
who was speaker of six congresses: 
■James K. Polk, Robert C. Wtnthrop, 
Schuyler Colfax. James O. Blaine, John 
O. Carlisle, Thomas B. Reed. David B. 
Henderson. Joseph O. Cannon and 
Champ Clark. Only one speaker of the 
bouse, James K. Polk, has ever reached 
the White House. dofeaUng Henry 
Clay, an sx-speaker.

Sixty-nine yearn ago to-day Mexico 
declared war against the Unlt^ States, 
and thus began the conflict that was 
to result tn the loss of a large and the 
most valuable part of the territory of 
the Mexican republic. Nearly a year 
pasted, however, before hoetlllUae 
actually commenced, and U was not 
until May 12. 1846. that the United 
Slates answered Mexico's defiance 
with a declaration of war. James Knox 
Polk had been Inaugurated just three 
months before, and two days later the 
Mexican minister demsmded hU pass-' 
ports. A revolution in Mexico, how¬ 
ever. kept the government well occu¬ 
pied. and it was not until President 
Paredes had overthrown PreaMent 
Herrera that Mexico was In a position 
to put Its threat of war Into effect. In 
the meantime President Polk had 
sought to avert war, and to arrange 
for a peaceful purchase of the disputed 
Texas territory and also of CallfomlA. 
John Slidell, afterward Involved In a 
famous incident of the war between 
North and South, was the John Lind 
of the period, but all his efforts were 
vain, and he was never offlolally 
recognised by the Mexican govern-' 
ment While Slidell was carrying on 
his negotiations In 1246, President Polk, 
was preparing for war by sending | 
troops to the Texas border and | 
squadrons to the Gulf and Paclllfi 
coasts, and when Mexico commenced 
hostilities the United States was ready 
for the Issua.

HOME RULE SURE IND 
WITHOIIT Civil WAR 


English Visitor Believes There 
Will Be an Appeal to Coun¬ 
try at Once 


MDPSSOIU SYSTEM

Miss Hansford Addresses Uni¬ 
versity Women's Club on

VICTORIAN WINS WOOD

Montreal, June 4.—A. L. Jones, pf 
Victoria, B. C., was winner of the 
Wood gold medal for best- examination 
In all clinical branches at MoQUl uni- 

veraity. 


That at least three provinces of Ire¬ 
land will secure the management uf 
their local affairs, aad that there will 
be no civil war In Ulster, is the opin¬ 
ion of C. B. Dick, a London business¬ 
man who Is making his flrst visit to 
Canada and who talked with a repre¬ 
sentative of the Times this morning at 
the Empress hotel. 

”Both the great parties in the old 
land are agreed by this time that Ire 
land should have a greater voice In 
the control of her own domestic af¬ 
fairs.” said Mr. Dick. ”ln any event 
there Is no doubt that Nationalist Ire¬ 
land will have Homp Rule within 
short time, and even If the present 
bill is the one which goes Into effect 
there will be no war In Ulster. That 
Is the feeling In England. What I be 
lleve the government will do. now that 
the bill has passed the House of Com 
mons at three successive sessions, and 
what 1 Imagine has been the Intention 
all along. Is to appeal to the country. 
The flght will not be on Home Rule, or 
not on that alone, so far as the Bng* 
llsh constituencies are concerned 
There will be numerous other issues In 
the campaign there. 

'Should the government be sustain 
sd of course It will be able to answer 
the opponents of the bill with that 
fact In spite of this, and It ta expect 
ed that outside of the Irreconcilable 
elements this will be accepted. Should 
It bs defeated It will leave a decidedly 
difficult problem for the Unionist gov¬ 
ernment to face and deal with, for 
dealt with It will have to be. In that 
event It Is not unlikely that the sue¬ 
rs of Mr. Asquith’s administra¬ 
tion would grant Homs Rule to the 
three other provinces, and exclude 
either tbs whole of Ulster or the four 
northeastern counties permsoenlly. 
The bill has been passed, of course, 
and It Is not the custom for succeed¬ 
ing governments to repeal legislation 
even when It Is obnoxious to Its prin¬ 
ciples, but It could be provided In such 
an amending bill as the premier has 
promised for a temporary exclusion 
that this be made permanenL as it 
urged by the Unionist leaders now.” 

Buslnsss genersllly. Mr. Dick says, 
feels the effect of the Lloyd George 
taxation policies, and with any fur¬ 
ther taxation of the wealthier classes 
fur the beneflt of the others, who ho 
feels should pay their Just proportion 
of ths cost of government, he' Is of 
the opinion that conditions will be 
created which will result in disaster. 
Mr. Dick, whilst a Unlonlat from prin¬ 
ciple. belong to that very large claas of 
men of weight and Influence on hla 
side who are opposed to tariff reform, 
and from ths experience of the king¬ 
dom during the past half century hs is 
a free trader. 

Asked what hs thought of the Im¬ 
position on manufactures of a ten per 
cent, duty, he said at once that It 
would have the result in the end of, 
destroying England’s prs-emlnsnce hs 
manufgcturing nation. At present 
she was able to produce cheaply, and 
could compete successfully with ths 
world, and she had the world for a 
market despite the fact that her manu¬ 
factures had lo meet a customs tariff 
In every country. If her raw or partly 
manufactured materials were to be en¬ 
hanced ln. 4 ;<Mit, with a consequent de¬ 
mand for higher wages, she would not 
he In the same position to prodacs at a 
flgure that would enable her to com¬ 
pete with other countries. Citing one 
example which came to hLs mind of 
ths triumph of free trade he spoke of 
ths Platts, of Oldham, which Arm can¬ 
not bs approached by any other in ths 
world for cotton-making machinery. 
There Is an Immense volume of tran¬ 
shipment through BngUnd which 
would be affected by a ten per cent, 
duty, Mr. Dick said, partially-manu¬ 
factured material which Is subject to 
further processes in ths United King¬ 
dom and then shipped out again. This 
would be practically stopped by the 
adoption of such a policy. 

Discussing ths policies of the chan¬ 
cellor of ths exchequer. Mr. Dick said 
the Income tax was found to be bear¬ 
ing very heavily on the taxpayers 
whom It affected. It was now about 
flve per cent., and was likely to go 
higher. The cutting In half of the duty 
on sugar had not reduced the cost to 
the consumer In the slightest degree,! 
hr said. The removal of the duty on I 
wheat had been followed by a rise in! 
the price of the loaf, while when the 
two-shilling duty was put on there had 
been an actual reduction in the price 
of bread, he added. 

Mr. Dick expressed his appreciation 
of Canada and Us great advantages, 
and his belief in its future. He spoke 
very strongly, however. In regard to 
the high values at which land Is held, 
and declared chat no country which put 
such a tax upon a manufacturer at the 
outset of the establishment of any In¬ 
dustry could hope to become a great 
manufacturing country while that con¬ 
dition prevailed. In his trip across the 
Dominion he had been struck by ths 
high land values, and asked perplexed 
ly what the rhason was. Of the 
courtesy and hospltaiity of the Can¬ 
adian people he could not say too much. 

Mr. Dick Is accompanied by his wife 
and daughter, and purposes returning 
eastward by way of Seattle, Ban Fran¬ 
cisco and tbs American routs. While 
hs is hers primarily on pleasure hs Is 
on th« lookout for opportunities for in¬ 
vestment. In the old land bs la con¬ 
nected with many business enterprises, 
principally oll-reflnlng and distilling. It 
Is ths Intention of ths members of ths 
party to remain In Victoria for four or 
flvs days, and to make all they can of 
tbs delightful cUmats of ths capital. 


No system of chtld-tralnlng of the 
paM two decades has attracted mors 
attention %mong teachers and parents 
and child-students generally than that 
of br. Marta Montessorl, the clever 
Italian women who evolved her ideas 
from experience gained duriiig her pro¬ 
fessional work omong defective and 
weak-minded children In one of the 
hotpes In Italy. 

The flrst exponent of the Montessorl 
system to speak in the etty Is Miss 
Hansford, of New Westminster (recent¬ 
ly from New Tork). who yesterday ad¬ 
dressed the Women’s University club 
at a meeting held at the residence of 
Mra Hart. Courtney street. Miss Caon. 
president of the organisation, presided, 
and among the spsctalty-lnvtted guests 
were Superintendent Paul and Mrs. 
Jenkins, who were much Interested In 
the subject-matter of the lecturer’s 
talk. 

After explaining something of the 
purpose of Dr. Montessorl’s system of 
child-training, which Is to train the 
visual, tactile, and muscular sensa¬ 
tions, and delevop 'them simultaneous¬ 
ly In the child. Mias Hansford passed 
around several of the little devices 
which are used by the children In these 
model kindergartens. These were of 
peculiar Interest, and Included a num¬ 
ber of small frames about eighteen 
inches square made to represent gar¬ 
ments with buttons and button-holes, 
hooks apd eyes, clasps, eyelets and 
laces, and bucklea by meons of which 
the child Is taught to manipulate these 
very common devices for fastening 
clothea boots, etc. 

The training Is done under the sup¬ 
position (to the child) that It Is a game, 
and the little ones are given free choice 
of what they will play. 

‘The pink tower.” compoeed of Mocks 
of graduated elzes. Is a game played 
by the child on the floor, and develops 
Its sense of proportion through both 
the sight and muscles, while the mere 
fact that It has to get up and down 
develops the body. ”6ound boxea” 
alike In appearam'e, but filled with dif¬ 
ferent eorte of seeds, pebbles, etc., and 
emitting different tmunde when shaken, 
were shown, Miss Hansford explaining 
that these were for developing the 
child's sense of sound, while colored 
blocks of blue, pink, green, etc., made 
up of graduated shades of these hues, 
trsfn Its color-sense. 

Boxes containing little pads of vari¬ 
ous textures—silk, linen, cotton, wool, 
velvet, etc.—train the rhild'e sense of 
touch, and by this means the young 
ones are taught to discriminate be¬ 
tween various materials, and degrees 
of fineness In the same materials, 
without looking at the cloth. 

The primary work,” Miss Hansford 
explained. ”la still tn the experimental 
stage, and has not yet been long 
enough under obsarvatlon for any very 
definite results to be publtehed. But 
the principal of the system has made 
a wlfle appeal to educators, and already 
in the (Tnlted States there are 100 
Mnntevori schools: England. Franqe 
and Germany have all establiahed 
schools along the same llnea.” 

Tha great Idea of the system, Mias 
Hansford said, was to give the Individ¬ 
uality of the child full fiwedom for the 
exercise and developmept, rather than 
to repress It, as wae the result of near¬ 
ly all the systems of education In use 
up to the present. 

At the close of her address Mrs. Jenk¬ 
ins, seconded by Mrs. Toung. moved s 
hearty vote of thanks, which Mies Cann 
endorasd on behalf of the club. Mra. 
Jenkins pointed out that In connection 
with the San Francisco Normal echool 
there was a department for the train¬ 
ing of teachers In Montessorl work. De¬ 
licious afternoon tea was served by 
Mrs. Hart before*lhe vlaltors dispersed.

Land Values Too High, Some 
Say; Buildings Make About 
4 Per Cent Now

Prevent Her Entering Canada.—‘The 
Canadian Immigration officials at Se¬ 
attle this morning stopped the de¬ 
parture of "Mother” Jones, the oc¬ 
togenarian who has been prominent in 
the Colorado sU’lke. thus preventing 
her entering Canada. She was to 
have crossed on the Princess Victoria 
to speak at a meeting In Victoria and 
a deputation of labor men went down 
to the boat to meet her this afternoon, 
only to learn that the had been turned 
back at the Seattle docks. Labor 
men say that there will probably be a 
labor protest meeting held hers In tbe 
next few days. 


A frank discussion of the situation 
respecting rents in Victoria was tbe 
feature of this afternoon’s Rotsu’y club 
luncheon In the Weatholme hotel, and 
while many causes were assigned for 
this condition the concluding remarks 
of Frank Higgins, the president, were 
(5St**^riaUy noted. 

Rents were high, he said, because 
taxes were high, and taxes were high 
because of the many expensive and 
up-to-date Improvements which had 
been Installed in the city. These Im¬ 
provements made the city attractive 
and brought people here. The increase 
In ths population Increased the value 
of the property, and at a certain time 
the Improvements would be all paid 
for and the owners would still be able 
lo demand equal or greater rent. Hence 
he believed It was too much for a 
landlord to expect under present con¬ 
ditions to make a high rate of Interest 
on his InvestmenL If he made a smalt 
profit now. in a few years without In¬ 
creasing his rents he would be able to 
make a much greater profit. 

T. B. Monk w’as the speaker of the 
day and he opened the discussion by 
mentfonlng some of the facts which 
came to hhi notice In hts business of 
Inducing outside capitalists to Invest 
their money in Vietoria. He stated 
that so fav as he knew there was not 
a modem building In Victoria that 
was netting Its owner over 4 or 6 per 
cent. In some cases rents had been 
cut to till the building and In others 
by keeping rents up the buildings 
were not more than one-third or one 
half full. 

He' thought that Investors were 
trying to make Victoria too good 
thing for a city of its slxe. The fact 
that the building by-laws were very 
strict, that the streets were in first 
class shape with lights, pavements, 
etc., on s par ^ith cltlea of much 
greater sise affected the landlord di¬ 
rectly. He bad to pay for these things 
and ths fact that he got higher rent 
than some eastern owners did not in¬ 
dicate that he was making more 
money. 

In the event of a rental commission 
being formed to regulate landlord's 
charges he supposed that 7 or 8 per 
cent., the bank rate of Interest, would 
be allowed. In this case the tenants 
had better keep quiet, for to make this 
the landlords would have to double 
their rents, he added. 

There were too many office buildings 
tn V'lctoria at present.

In reply to Mr. Monk, J. O. Cameron 
stated that he did not agree that Vic¬ 
toria should not grow for the next 
year. He thought that a landlord 
whose property carried Itself Just at 
present was doing well, as when things 
grew better his property would In¬ 
crease in valuation sufficiently for him 
to sell at a sum which would give him 
interest on the dull years 
Jesss M. Warren stated that he knew 
personally of buildings making over 10 
per cent, for their owners. The rent 
situations arose through the fault of 
the man who put up buildings. A man 
who paid $800,000 for a pisoe of prop-1 
erty and put up a 150,000 building on It | 
could not expect to make 7 or 8 per 
cent, on the whole Investment. Build¬ 
ings in proper proportion to the lots 
should be erected. 

Mr. Warren went on to say that 
land values were altogether out of rea¬ 
son in Victoria at present. Land was 
worth what it would produce and no 
more. 

That land values were, too high was 
echoed by W. J. Arnold, who thought 
this would adjust Itself as the sur¬ 
rounding country grew populous Land 
values could not go any higher, how 
ver, he stated. 

J. D. O'Connell compared Toronto 
and Victoria rents, and without 
analysing the reason Indicated that 
they were altogether out of proportion.

Immigration Agonts tn Old Land Ro- 
mindod of Rogulotionoi Nowport 
and Alboml Porto of Entry. 


Aotuatod probably by iho prosoot of- 
fort of Gurdlt Blngh’o party of Hindus 
to ontor Canada the departmont of the 
Intorlor is understood to havo son! out 
notification to Its Immlgratloii agents 
In tbe old land, emphasising the policy 
of the department not to encourage the 
Immigration of any but farm and do¬ 
mestic oervanta. 

Advices from Ottawa stata that the 
department has again drawn the at¬ 
tention of Its agents to the lines of 
poHcy adopted long ago, adding that 
owing to the financial otringoncy aad 


the supply of labor being quite equal to 
all demands, persons of the laboring 
and skilled or unsklUed artisan classes 
who have a notion to emigrate to 
Canada should be advised to postpone 
their coming until normal conditions 
prevail. 

At the same time It Is being pointed 
out that the demand for tbe farm and 
domestic classes that are always en¬ 
couraged Co come was never greater, 
snd that such classes can come to ths 
Dominion with assurance of employ¬ 
ment. while farmers with some capital 
are certain of success.

Two things are needed to make the 
Philippines the great country they arq 
destln^ to be, according to Captain.C. 
Famel, who for 16 years has been sta¬ 
tioned there with the United States 
army. One Is railway transportation 
and the other Is Chinese Ubor. Thou¬ 
sands and thousands of acres of good 
rice land lie virgin and idle, according 
to this gentleman, who arrived from 
the Orient yesterday on the Tamba 
Mam. which could be developed if 
there were any means of getting the 
cr< 9 s to the seaports and any labor 
with which to cultivate them. Tbei 
Flllplnoe are grossly Issy and do not 
do one good dsy^s work In a week, ac- 
.q^rdlng to Captain Famel. arho states 
thkt the Importation of about 10.0(M>.040 
Chinamen would be the best thing for 
the Philippines that could happen. 

I The Filipinos have not yet had suf- 
' fleent education to be self-governing. 
In Captain Famel's opinion, although 
he admits that indications point to ths 
early granting of a state of independ¬ 
ence. In the 1$ years of American oc¬ 
cupation rapid strides have been made, 
however. Even the wild Moroe have 
been tamed and head-hunting no long¬ 
er exists on the Islands. Tribes that 
were formerly head-hunters now go to 
school regularly and are as peaceful In 
their habits as clGsens of Victoria, the 
captain state#. 

The country has become so peaceful 
that the United Rtates troops, which 
are 16,000 In number now, are all con¬ 
centrated at McKinley. The only 
troops stationed in the outlying places 
are the native scouts commanded by 
American officers. Captain Famel Is 
himself In command of a company of 
those, and he says they are splendid 
ftghtere. Last February the men of his 
company fought against their own 
people manfully In quelling a rebellion 
which had Its origin In religious fanati¬ 
cism on the Island of Balabak. The 
natives surround their foes and try to 
kill them at short range with spears 
and other primitive weapons. General 
Perechlng having spent two years In 
cleaning the Mindanao country of flre- 
anns. Weapons are still smuggled In. 
the captain eaye, but not In any great 
numbers. (General Perechlng Is now In 
the United Statec, and In the event of 
trouble In Mexico will be In command 
of the American tro<9s, Captain Famel 
states. 

Captain Famel la home on a month's 
furlough, dating from his arrival In 
the United States. His home Is in 
Texss and he has to sail for the Phil¬ 
ippines on July 4, so that his stay will 
be a short one. He Is enthusiastic 
about the climate of the Philippines. 
The same clothes are worn the year 
round and overcoats are never neces¬ 
sary* Tet it is always cool In the 
evenings so that the people can sleep 
In comfort.
